Nelthor work has mteh 1y commaon
with the typleal campnlgn blegrnphy,onch beipg
marked by neroditablo deicrog of sobrlety aud
selforostenint, a% If the welter IO instinetively
that a tone of fulsome Inudation would jar upon
the var, and that plaln words acs boat Lo wet
forth the elear ricord of n patriot, n soldier,
and a gentleman,

Winfield Seoit Haneook was born In Febru-
ary, 1824, In a small vilings In Monteomery
County, Pannsyivania, not many miles cast of
Norristown. Tie wias of native Amerlean stock,
his father, Denjamin Pranklin Wancovk, hav-
foe been born In Philadelplin, and his grand-
futher, Richard Mancock, hnving, together with
pamo twenty-five hundred American sailors,
beon Inearcernted [n nn Enellsh prison during
tho war of 1512, Bomamin Franklin Hanoook
wius i lnwyer, having boen ndmitted to the bar
In Moutgomoery County in 1828, nout which
timo ho remosed with bis family to Nordlstown,
In his carly yonrs at the bar ho was nppointed
Distriet Attorney, nud he continued in the diif-
gont practice of bl profession untdl his death
in 1867, His wile, the mother of Gen, Hanvock,
was n daughiter of Edward Hoxworth, who had
besn o soldler in the Revolutionnry war, It is
pertinent to stato that the politieal principles of
tho Hancook family wero alwnys, capeclally af-
ter thu Prosidency of Jolin Adama, those of the
antl-Fedoral or Demoerntle party. This fact
did not prevent Donjamin Hancock from nam-
ing, by a patelotio impulse, ono of his sons af-
ter Gon. Winfleld Scott, who had borne so eon-
snlonous n part in the thon recent war of 1812~
16 na to minke him one of the most admired of
Awmericnn soldiers,

Atan enrly ngo young Hancook was sent to
Rorristown Acadamy, which, in its day, was
doemed nno excellent school. It s perlinps
worth noting that the boy oreanized n mil-
ftary company nmong his salicolmates, being
chosen thelr Captaln by acelygntion ; but
it dovs not apoear thot all bis lelsurs Liours
wers devoled 1o imitatlon military exerelses,
He nod his brothior, wo are told, eollooted quile
Al vaivasive cabinot of minernlosionl and goo-
Jogleal specimens, and ware membars of neecl-
entifle soclety, In which experiments were
made in ehemistry nnd natural ofilosophy.
Anothor ineldont of hls school days may prop-
erly ba recordod, becauss it was one of thoso
mot unlikely to lonve an impress on the mind,
When young Winfisld was a boy of 11 yenrs a
eampnign nowepaper was started In the town,
and prioters belng hard to obtain, the lnd went
Into the office, nnd helped on the cause by sot-
tiog type, distributing, and even working the
press. By the time the onnvass wae concladed
be bad breome guite n prioter, and was patu-
rully lod, by the business n which he had been
sngnged, to tnke n cortain luterest In the poll-
ties of his native Staio,

Io 1840, at the sge of sixteen, young Hancook
outerod the Militnry Academy nt West Point,
He passad thoe examination for ndmission re-
spedtably, not belug extraordinorily advanoed
in seholarship, for he had not yet learned the
importnnoe of hard study, He bas sinoo ox-
prossed the ovinlen that it would bavoe besn
botter {1 he lad not entered potil he was
eigntoen, though we may romark o passing
that his countrymen have soen no reason to
concur Io this modest judgment, Among the
pames of those endets who were oither oluss-
males or contemporaries of Hancock's ot the
Acadomy are many who have slnce aequired
romarknble distinetion. Sueh are Goos, U, 8,
Gront, George B, MeCiellan, Franklin, Willimn
F.Bmith, J. F. Reynolds, Roseerans, Lyon, nnd
others of the Union army, and Stonewnll Jnok-
son, Longstreet, Pickett, and E. K. 8mith of the
Confederuto service. Haucook gradunted in
1844, baing brevetted Becond Lisutenart In the
Blxth Infaotry, At the time of his graduation
Gon, Seott, who bnd exhibited 0 warm Intereat
fn bils numesnke, asked him to what reglment
he preferred bolng weslgnod, to which the
young mwau replled: " The one which s sta-
tioned furthest woest."

Thoe company to which Lo was nsslgned wns
#tntioned at Fort Towson in the Indian eoun-

#oldlor, and Lis compunions, Inthe course of

deeming Lisul, Hancovk's services neoessary
at that post, deelined to permit bim to join his
campany, nnd it was not antil alter repeated

Huncoek lnnded st Yera Croz in senson to
jolu Gen, Plerce’s columnp, which was about to
march to relinfores Gaen.

rejoined his rogiment. to which ha had been
nppolntaid Adjutant, belng now atallonad at 8t
Louls, nnd acting o8 nilde-da-camp to the com-
mander of the military department lying be-
twonn the Indian countey of the South and the
British possesslons, It was duriog his servico
hora that Licut. Mancook was marcind to Miss
Almiva Rupsell, danghter of My, Bamuel Rus-
aell, a merchant of &, Touis, It i proper heen
to stita that the unlon thus formed baa proved
ot of the happlest,. Two childesn wero born
of the marelnge. oan of whom, Russell, named
alter his maternnl geandfathoer, 18 now living nt
the nge of thirty.

In November, 1868, Lieut. Hancock was ap-
pointed Quartormnstor, with the rank of Unp-
tain, and was ordercd to Florldn, whera the
Heminoles hud Lroken out in aetive hostilities,
Thoe military oporations neainst the Beminoles
wore oxceptionally perploxing nnd diMenlr,
and, of couran, Involved in [requent dauger
those who hml charge of the lmportant duty
connected with the supplles, THardly had the
trouble fn Florida bhoen allnyed when that sorlea
of agitations began which altimntely led to the
dlsorders in Kineas, On the porsonal applien-
tlon of Gen. Harnoy, who had beon transferred
to that departmaent, Cnpt. Haneoek was ordored
to Fort Leavenworth, whera lio pemafned antil
the ond of March, 1858, when, the Knnsas
diMeulty being seitied, ho was directed 1o
necomunny  Gon,  Haroes's  expedition  to
Uwith. At Fort Dridger, Uwh, Capt. Han-
egek reported  for duty to Col. Androws,
who commnandod his vogiment, tha Bixth,
and by whom lo was ntonce nopoloted regi-
montal Quartermister, The destination of this
regimont was now chonged by Gen. A, B,
Jolineton, who had discretionnry sower, to
Denicin, Cal, and on Capt. Hancock de-
volved the task of supplying means for trans-
portution nud sabalstence for the expedition on
itw lopie journay of 1,119 miles, An [ospection
of the report subsesquently made by Wm to the
Quartormnster-Genoral, and  glving all the
detalls of this journey, suflciemly demon-
sirates the degros of viglnnes, enofey, nnid
nrduous toll which must have bosn exneted In
Its progress, Doy aod night it was fpoanbent
on the Qunrtermaster (o exercise econstant
watehfulness over hils chazge, and how efli-
elently the duty was fullllled may ba inferred
from the fuet that on the arcival of the expadi-
tion nt Deplela s eutite appurtenances were
dellvered aotually in an improved condition
and without any Important loss or aceldent
whatever,

Capt. Hancock wos stationed st Los Angelea,
Onl, when tho socesasion of the Galf Btates oc-
ocurred, aud he mado eacly ond earnaest appli-
cution to bo relieved fram duty on ths Pacifle
conat, and to be transferred to the seat of war,
The request belng at length grantod, he landed
ot New York in September, 1861, and without
winiting even to visit his parents, withina fow
miles of whoso homo hie passod en route, he re-
poried himavif at Washington for active duty,
His abllives, and the importanco of the sorvices
which he had slready rendersd, had been
recogubzed by his former comwmwnnders, and
with aview of profiting by hils adminisieative
and orgnoizing qanlities, they at Arst nsslgned
Lilin to the post of Chie! Qunrtermastor on the
oafl of Gen, Robert Anderson, who had
been placsd In ecommand of the Tulon
forees in Kentueky, He was destined, however,
to n more brilliant onreer, for, Qen, MeClellan
having proposed his nnmo for the appolntment
of Brigadier-General, the commlesion wias ls-
suod within a fortylght after his srrival in
Washlngton, nnd Gen, Hanoock nt ones bent all
his energies to ald his now commander io the
erention of the Army of the Potomne. We neod
uot dwell upon the diMoulty of transtorming
recrufts into vetoraus, nor upon the skill and
thoroughness with which the task was, in this
coags porformed : we mnay merely note in phss-
ini. thut throwghout the war Gen. Huneock
naver commuandad any but voluptesr soldisars,
nnd that they, and they only, share with him
the credit of his victories.

Tt was daring the winter of 1801-62, devoted
by the Army of the Potomue to driiling and lo-
struction tn the art of war, that Gen, Haneoek,
through the exhibition of sellsrolisnes, Brin-
noas, and address, ded in cetaliliahi
such relations with his oMeers nnd mon as
thenecforwurd  churacterizad  his  military
earver, It wnn his good [lortune while In-
nugnrating military authority aud diselpline to
luspire, st thoe same time, so muech good will
and confldience that Lis name therealur stirrod
thie enthiusinsm of his tosgos ke the tones of a
trumpet., OMoers and me found him exnct
nnd uoyieldiog In requytsog subordination,
nod the prompt and Inithile! performanes af
duty, while sometimes, on the march or on the
feid of battle, ke wns tmpetuous aud storn In
the enlforeemont of his orders: but combined
with thess habltudes of command be displayad
Inflexible justios nod impartinlity, nod o warm
nntgenorous appreclation of eeevics well per-
formed, He slmed to adminiser b alMuics of
his comma®™d With ubsclute impartinlity; o
man, of whate¥er rank iu the sorvice, ever
preferred n oomg @lnt which did not receive
thorough and prom™t Investigation at his
baods, and it was a recenlzed fot that be was
as swilt 1o redreas the Wrongs of a private
soldier » thaoss o &n uiiloer lu Ligh poaition,

wher 5y Army of the Potomae landad on the
enlnsuln which beenme thoe theatrs of the first
nnd operations of the war, Oen, Hanocook's
brigade was ops of the most complete and
CfMectivo of the whole faree, At WiHllamsburg,
whers such of our troops ns were engaged
aguinst the enomy’'s right met with repented
repulscs, and at the elose of the duy had gelned
no substantial advautsge, Gen, Huncook, with
lése thian 2000 mun, fought unil won un fm-
tortant netion which resulted in the immedinte
pvncuntion of the town and s works by the
ensmy. Converniog Gen, Haneock's condudt
luthis affair, Gen, MeClellan, In his publishod
roport, sild: " Batlsfied that the result of Hun-
cock's angngomeaent wis to @ive us posspsslon of
the deelsives point of the battls Deld, durelog the
nlgbt I countrrmandsd an order for the wl.
vaneo of the divisions of Sedewiek nnd Ricl-
ardson.' In this fght was eaptured thoe Nrst
caolor tuken by the Army of the Patomne, and |t
In right to #tnte that so high an appreciation
did Gen. MeClollun hnve of Hapeock's neliiove-
mient thint he peraonally thanked each regiment
under tha Intter's command, and directed that
thny sliould bo bunored Ly haviog the nume

A cheor that awelled into a ronr, and
wos takoa up Ly the boya on Cemetery HIII,
rolled along tho ercat to Round Top, and then
baek ngain, Cheers for Hunoook, wha had
stommod the Ude of defoat on the first day, and
solocted the ground on which thin glorioun
wark was dono; who, on the sccond dny, hod
natiin stoppod the rush of robel vietory and ro-
slored our shatterad lines; and who, on thn
third day. met nnd hurled baok the last asaault
on which Loo's all wna staked, and, there and
then spilling his own blood, won the battie that
wia really the denth blow at the rebellion.”
Gen, Hapcock, though but partinlly recovered
from his wound, rajolusd the Army of the Polo-
maao in Murch, 1804, nud restmed dommand of
the Becond Corpa, whish, after the :sotganis-
tion of the Unlon forves, somprised sleven brig-
ndes, When this sorps was rovinowed n fow days
before the opening of tho eampnign, It hum-
bared 30,000 maen, the mpjority of them veterans,
bat in less than ans year itlost by the ensaalties
ol war upward of 85,000, or mors thnn the whole
body which hnd paraded on this ocenston, More
than one-tenth of this loss was sulturod in the
battlo of the Wildurness, where Haneook bors
the brunt of the feht, and grave dam-
fago, amounting to more than 5400 men,
wns plao experienced by the Second
Corpa in the protracted and desperate eons
test ot Bpottaylvanin Ooort House, whers tho
enemy's antrencliments wers taken, and the
oolebratnd Stonnwall Drigads was eapturod als
most entirs, None of the troops o the Army of
the Pototone got much rest during thess bloody
duys, but the pecord seema to sliow thit Gen.
Haneook wns marching or asedulting without
e much intormission ns fell to the ot of soms
others. We may add that st Cold arbor the
afielnl report showed the lopsos in the Seeand
Corps (o bs over 3,000 men and offlesrs, and
thig aithoush only the two smallest divislons
were notually engagod. A story wis eurrent in
the brmy nbout this time thut G.n, dansock,
upon being askaed whers the Second Corps was,
roplied that " it lay buried between the Rapldan
and the Jemes."
Gen, Haneork’s wound, recolved at Gettys-
burie, continued to give him great troubls and
sunoyance during the enmpalign of 1804, nod
he waos obligod to travel in wo ambulaoos n
great portion of the time, His babit on the
murrch was to remain in his ambulapes at the
head of Lis ecolumn until in the wicin-
ity of the enomy, when he mountad his
horse and thers romained unt)l the fghts
Ing was over, While in  front of the
enemy's works at Petersburg In June, 1564,
when the troops were constnntly under
fire, nud tho Gonornl was b ged to b maunted
nenrly oll tho time, both day and night, his
wound beenme 8o inflamed and dangerous thnt
he wis compellod to relinguish eommnnd 2!
Lis earps tora few days, But he did not leave
the fleld, and speodily renssumed command,
fndine himsoll rulioved Ly the diseharge of &
lnrige fragmont of baue from tho supparating
wound, He continued to euffer from this
wound during all the reat of the war.,
In tho Lattle at Ream's Station, Ang. 95, 1884,
where, with 6.000 infantey aud 2,000 owvairy,
hin onvountersd a hostile foroe of some 18,000,
Gen, Hancock, for tho frst timoe dariog the war,
nxporineud the bitterness of defout. Never bo-
fore had bw suen hils moen feil to respond to the
utmost when he had personnlly eulled upon
them for & suprome offurt, It was no swmall
proof, however, of his wiitary skill that at
Henm's Btation e was able to sxtricate himest
from n position ia whileh destruction sesmed ol-
maat inevitubile, and not only this, but that he
whould hinye inflictod snch punishment upon
the overwhriming forees of his advorsary ns to
make the notion almost a deawn buttls, which s
slhiown by the fuct that tis onemy loft the fsld
immadintely after the Unlon forees rotired,
“ Don't st this matter worry vou,"” wrote Mende,
“becnuse yon have given me every satlsfoe-
tiop.” Yet Hanecock eould uwo longer soncval
from himself that his onee mighty corps—wenk-
enod by succcasive losses which literally
nmounied totone of thovsands—now retained
but the shadow of its former weignt and vigor,
Breuek to the heart by theas new and dolorous
lmpressions, he rods up to one of his mafl, cov-
ored with dust pud bagrimed with powder and
emoke, nnd plncing hia hand on the offlcer's
Elivulder sald: " Colonsl, I doa't cura to die,
but L pray o my God 1 mny never leave this
fleld."
A woll-informed and trostworthy writer in
the United Service Heview, summing up the
history of the Secom! Corps, has shown that it
embrased on its rolla at one time nnd anuther
the nnmes of vpward of 200,000 men; that it
lost 700000 men lo baule; that I eaptured
prarly or quite n hundred colors, and as many
juns a8 any other corps over ook from the
epemy. including thoss eaptured ol fortifled
cittesnnd pixors.  An additlopal and emphntis
Hiustration of the terrible desteuctlon fu this
puction of tho army miy be elted Inthe fact that
In the eourse of wix months' Nzliting, betwean
Muy aod October, 1864, It lost no less than
thirty-seven brignds commanders, We may
mdd that this corps, during the perfod of Guen,
Huncovk's servico with it, woi the right to In-
soriba upon its banners the names of Antiotam,
Frisdorickabure, Chinoollorsvilie, Guttysharg,
Wilderness, I'o, Spottayivanin, North Annoa,
Coldd Huehor, Petomtmng, Beam's Stiatlon, Boyd-
ton Lowl, nnd many otlier histurie eontests,
Sueh acecord as this will Hyve, and tothe om.
cers pud men of the Becond Corps will be ns-
etibed the honor of hnviag sceved their countey
with unsurvassod Ndelity and courage.
Toward the close ol Fobruney, 1808, Gon,
Hunecock wne aisigned to the commund of tho

A like
teault followed hin treassfer Lo the
Department of Missourh, where, so Inte aa
Auguat, 1806, the publie peace was threatenod
by the combative tendencios of the friends of
Rooenston, Tt wan at this epoch, and under the
poculine diMcultios whieh surrounded him,
both fn Marginnd and in Missouri, that Gen.
Fianconk began tu be noted for the unflinching
ndhnrence to the cancnoe of constitutional law,
which continnad to eharactorizs his eonnection
with administentive authority thereafter. It
was his efMolent and benign Influencs in these
folde of duty which led to his appointment in
Baptember, 1887, to the commuand of the Filh
Military District, comprising the Btates of Lou
Isiann and Toxas, Bofors soltimg out for Now
Orlanna he was orderad to Washington, where
lie remained for eomo days In sonferonce with
tho natioual authorities coneerning the now
and diMeult servien to whioh he had been
doputed, He renshed tho hondquarters of hils
diniriet townrd the olose of November, having
meanwhilo carefully conaldered the subjoct of
tho reconstruction of theSoutharn Btates under
the nets pasaed Ly Congress, nnd haviog fally
dotermined upon hils own duty In the promises,
Tt will bo remombarad that proviovs to the
time Gon, Hancook nesumed command at Now
Orisane, Congress hnd paresiliod out the South
Into a number of military distelets, or sateaples
ns thoy wers oallad, and had appointad over
onch a miltary governar elothed with despotie
powors, Under the prineiplea of resonstruo-
tion 14id down by the Pederal Logislnture, Gon,
Hnneack hnd now becoma the absolate raler of
two wrent Stntes, having nuthority to remove
clvil mnagietrates and suppress tho loeal tri-
bundls, to establish milithry commlesions, and
suspond the Btate lnws. Buchnetion on the part
of Congress soeimad to ba based on the nssnmp.
tion that the Banthern propla had forfeited all
thelr soustitutional liberties, and wers not sn-
titlod to any of the elvil rights of freemen, On
such n foundntion, and no othier, wore enncted
tho harsh statutes wlilch wero generally ene
foceed thronghout the South ) but fortunatsly a
Inrge diseretion was ressrved to the military
vomnmanders, of which Gen. Hanconk avallad
Liimsalf to give the most gonerous and mereiful
Interpretation to thess lnws. It wns on the
Blenmbont which eonvoysd him to New Orloans
that ha draw up the military order which has
slnee brcome colohrated ns " Order Number 40,"
and in which he procinimed that the Constitn-
tion tind not perishad amid the elash of wrems,
bt was still the fundamental law ol the wholo
Iand, nnd the palladium of tho eivil rights of
all the peopls,
“In war," ran this magnanimous and ndmi-
rable document, " it s lodispensable to repel
fores by fores, to overthrow and destray oppo-
#itlon to lawlul nuthority, Dut when insurese-
tionary foros has bovn overthrown and peace
eutnhiished, andhe aivil authorities nre ready
and willlong to perform thelr dutles, the military
power ahonld cense to lend and the eivil admin-
Istration ahould resume its nutural and right-
ful dominlon. Solemuoly Impressed with thess
views, the Generd! unnsunccs that the groat
prinaiplos of Americnn liberty aro still the (n-
haritnnee of this people, and ever should be,
The right of teinl by jury, the habeas corpus,
the liberty of the pross, the freedom of apnech,
the pntural righits of persons, and the righits of
property must be preserved.” It was of this
oriler, surely the most romarkable ever penped
by n hnnd invested with autooestio power, that
dudiee Bluek wrote: " Yours fa the mast disttnot
and emphatio recognition whieh the prinelples
of Amorionn liberty havo roceived at the handa
of any high oMoer in o Bouthern sommnnd, It
Tins s very ring of the Bevolutionnry wetal.
Washifngton never said athing in beitor taste,
oF nt o better timea, 1t will prove to all men that
peico hnth her vietories not less renowned than
those of war, I congratulste you,” he contin-
ued, “nnt becsuse it will make you the most
populnr man in Ameriea, for I dare sny you
cars nothing about thiat, but beenuse it will glve
youl, through all time, the solld reputation of a
true patriot and nsincars lover of your country,
of 1s laws, and of fta goveromaent.”
The powers nt Washington were not satisfled
with the quict, conservative, orderly, and ener-
getlo manper lu wiieh Hancock was admin-
Istering the government of the district under
his command, or rather pormittiog the oivil
nuthorities 1o administer IL  This was not st all
aceording to thelr programme of reconstrue-
tlon, and when they learned, moreover, that his
wise and concllintory course wos winning him
wolden oplnions—uot only from the people
placed under his contral, but from all right-
Judeing persons the eountry over—they dotor-
minail upon hia rerunval, The mensuros tnken
to this end wera wiofMclontly churacterisile,
Gen, Garfleld, the Chinirman of the Commities
on Military Afairs of the House of Representa-
tives, introduced » bl to reduce the numbar of
Mejor-Gunerals In the nrmy, with the avowed
purpose of ousting Gen, Hancuek. The bill,
howevar, Was never pressed to a pnssage, those
friendiy to it fenring that it would exeito a pub-
lte demonstration in favor of the persecuted
offlewr. A saler moethod was adopted, which
was to effeet, by petty and humiliating interfor-
enee with Gen, Hanecork's mrisdietion and ad-
ministration in the Fifth Military Distriet, the
purposa which his enemies felt unable to ne-
complish by legitimate menns, A successionof
harassing aots followed, shrowdly enleuinted
to provoke a resignntion, Under sneh prossure
Guen. Hancock wrote toa frlend in Congress:
“ 1 hope to be relieved here moon,  The Presi-
dent s no longer able to protsct me, so that I
may expect one humilistion alter auother, until
Iam forced to reaign,  Tam propared lor noy
event, Nothing ean intimidate me from doing
what I bellove to bo houest nnd right,” In
Maoreh, 1804, he wae, nt his own request, relieved
ol bis eommand nt New Orlenus,

Dug
Morgan was soon rofnforeed by n number of
rogiments from thoe laft wing of the army, reme
manded by Gen. Arnold”  And ngntn Gen.
Hull stutes: " As soon as the action had rocome
menoed, Gen. Arnold rode to the ground whioh
was ooccupled by the guard of Major Hulk™
Calling the oMeers around him, and Inguiriag
what number of men wers at that post, ' Gen,
Arnold then sald that thres hundred voluns
toors, to bo commannded by a Aeld ofMocr, must
Immedintely roénforee the troops which wore
enengnd.”"
